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Coughlin Grows Bolder, 
Attacks Morganthau 
And Charges Scheme

DETROIT — Father Charles E. 


_ Coughlin renewed his radio attack 


on Jewish “international bankers,” 
concentrating in particular on Sec- 
retary of Treasurer Henry Morgen- 
thau Jr. He charged Morgenthau 
with having set up a “financial dic- 
tatorship” through the $2,000,000,- 
000 stabilization fund, regarding 
which, the priest said, he did not 
have to report to anyone but Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 


Father Coughlin declared that 
Morgenthau, during his recent visit 
to Paris, had conferred with ex- 
Premier Leon Blum, American Am- 
bassador William Bullitt—whom 
Coughlin termed “a half Jew’— 
and Soviet Foreign Commissar 
Maxim Litvinoff and there had 
emerged a secret agreement with 
France. The priest linked his 
charge of the “secret conference” 
to the newspaper reports quoting 
Bullitt as stating in a speech in 
Bordeaux that France and the 
United States stood together in 
peace and war. (Bullitt has denied 
making this statement.) 


Father Coughlin also referred to 
the Montefiores, the Samuels, the 
Rothschilds and the Sassoons as 
“international bankers” who were 
manipulating vast resources. 





Ruling By Cardozo 
Decides Nazi Case

NEW YORK—United States Su- 
preme Court Justice Benjamin N. 
Cardozo has spoken from the grave 
to prevent payment to Nazi com- 
missars of debts owed by four New 
York haberdashers to a Vienna tie 
and scarf factory expropriated 
from its former Jewish owners. 
Citing a decision by Justice Car- 
dozo in a case involving the post- 
war Russian Government before it 
was recognized by the United 
States, Municipal Court Justice 
Abram Goodman ordered the pay- 
ment of the debts totaling $2,029 
to the assignee of Herman and 
Ernst Spielman, former owners of 
Spielman and Sohn, and now refu- 
gees in Paris. 


The decision, the first of its kind, 
termed the German seizure of Jew- 
ish business firms “brigandage.” 
The ruling is expected to serve as 
a precedent in many other cases 
involving Austria and Sudetenland, 
whose annexation has not yet been 
recognized by the United States 
Government.

The decree 
empowers special courts to impose 
the death penalty for violence and 
possession of explosives, bombs or 
firearms with intent to make an 
assault on public order. Twenty 
Jews were injured, three of them 
seriously, when a bomb was thrown 
into the principal synagogue of the 
Pest Jewish community during the 
Sabbath services.

Palestinian Jew Has Seven Wives, But 
Wins Bigamy Charge Acquittal

JERUSALEM—Acquittal of a 


thrice-married Jew on a bigamy 
charge by the Palestine Court of 
Appeal on the ground that Jewish 
law does not clearly prohibit a 
multiplicity of wives, has stirred a 
campaign for an amendment to the 
rabbinic law. The “most-married 
Jew in Palestine” was Zvi Melnik, 
a Talumdic ‘scholar, who wedded 
three women in the Holy Land aft- 
er abandoning four wives in Po- 
land and for a time managed to 
keep each spouse ignorant of the 
existence of the others. 

Chief Justice Harry H. Trusted, 
in freeing Melnik, urged the 
amending of Jewish law to make 
bigamy a crime. Chief Rabbi Isaac 
Herzog and other rabbis, whose 
varying interpretations of the law 
in opinions to the court had result- 
ed in the acquittal, were said to 
be supporting such an amendment. 

The case created a sensation a 
year ago when a police investiga- 
tion disclosed that Melnik had 
married three womeh and obtained 
their dowries. He played devoted 
husband to each by living at night 
with one in the guise of a daytime 
worker, living with another in the

daytime on the pretext of working 
at night and spending week-ends 
with the third in Petach Tikvah. 
It was the “week-end wife’s” .sus- 
picions that brought the police in- 
vestigation. Arrested for bigamy, 
Melnik escaped from jail by squeez- 
ing himself through a lavatory 
window, although a rifie-armed 
constable was posted outside. He 
returned casually next day to give 
himself up. 

A major question in the case was 
the validity of the eleventh-century 
dictum of Rabbi Gershom against 
bigamy. Under Palestinian law, a 
court must apply the statute of the 
religious community to which a 
person belongs when a case of his 
personal status arises. It was the 
varying opinions on the validity of 
this law that led to the final ac- 
quittal. Justice Trusted pointed out 
that the Ashkenazic Jewish Com- 
munity in Palestine is over 90 per 
cent monogamous and Jews gen- 
erally deem polygamy a sin. ° Po-

I deplore your editorial in the 
issue of January 27, entitled “The 
Red Hunt of the Jewish War Vet- 
erans,” criticizing that organiza- 
tion for attacking Communists 
along with the Fascists in this 
country.

The Communist attempts 
to camouflage this by posing, at 
the present time, as a friend of 
Democracy—but the basis of Com- 
munism is a “dictatorship of the 
proletariat.”

The aim of Communism is, of 
course, the destruction of the right 
of property—and a denial of this 
right is the first step toward the 
overthrow of every other right of 
the individual.

For in- 
stance, the Inquisition, the Albi- 
gensian heresy, the death-dealing 
on both sides in the Protestant 
Reformation, all can be blamed on 
one religion or another. .

And 
at another point, “Perhaps Cham- 
berlain, who came home the “con- 
curring” hero, wasn’t exactly guil- 
ty of a “sell-out” as some of his 
colleagues in ‘the House of Com- 
mons put it. But “standing room 
only” is about all the Czechs have 
left.” ... We are trying to inveigle 
him into writing such pithy para- 
graphs for us ... maybe he will 
. .- I have before me the 59-page 
pamphlet issued by the General 
Jewish Council refuting in docu- 
mented form the allegation of Fa- 
thre Coughlin. Certainly a splen- 
did booklet, the evidence mar- 


' shalled in it shows the Radio Priest 


in his true colors. Just as every in- 
telligent individual has known al- 
ready. And herein is where the 
booklet will fail as an anti-dote to 
Coughlinism. Father Coughlin 
reaches through the radio every 
type of individual. But he finds his 
followers for the most part in the 
lower strata of life, the kind whé 
do not care to search for proof, the 
type who rarely read pamphlets, 
but prefer the colored funnies in 
the Sunday paper. So the booklet,

Let’s All Join In And Sing The Song 


HE PRESENT theme song of American Jewish 

leaders and American Jewish organizations, a 
song which when sung sweet and low sounds like 
a lullaby in comparison with the booming and 
crescendces of the other songs being sung by 
other groups, winds around the soft notes of de- 
mocracy. Every Jewish group meeting every- 
where in the past six months has sung this song 
over and over again, and urged by proclamation 
that their constituents unable to attend the meet- 
ing begin singing the song, too. 


No one ever can find ‘enies wrong with 
the singing of this song. The ability to be able 
to sing this song without interference from other 
groups is in itself an indication that there is 
nothing better than being able to sing this song. 


But in singing the song, are we heeding the 
words? American Jewish groups, those that met 
last week and those that meet next week, will re- 
affirm their faith in the song, the song of democ- 
racy. Then the delegates go home. And if Rabbi 
J. X. Cohen‘s survey is factual, they will refuse 
to hire Jewish young men and women because, 
because, oh because of any good reason. If Al- 
fred Segal’s column last week, in which he ad- 
mitted that Jewish employers are discriminating 
against Jewish help, is true, then what kind of 


song do these members of these national groups 
sing when they get home. 


In Texas, the local Jewish paper praised the 
Dies investigation. In Jersey City, local Jewish 
organizations march in Hague parades and yell 
as loud as the rest on the Hague bandwagon. 
Everywhere Jewish organization and Jewish in- 
dividuals resent criticism and would throttle the 
press because of their resentment. What kind 
of song is this? And who taught these Jewish 
people to sing this song? 


It may as well be noted here that our rabbis, 
(unquestionably now the salvation of Judaism in 
America), have always reiterated the singing of 
the song of democracy lay the only hope for se- 
curity for the Jew. 


Let us not despair. As we go marching along 
and sing the song of democracy louder and loud- 
er, more will join our line, and everyone will un- 
derstand that our song is the same we have sung 
in different languages for two thousand years, 
that our song and the song they sung in 1776 are 
the same. It is the song that they must sing, 
that we must all sing louder and louder as we go 
swinging along in more and more confident strides 
to the place where everyone will sing the same 
song over and over again.

The Board of Deputies of British Jewry Prepare 
Code of Conduct for Refugees.—Spend your spare 
time immediately in learning the English lan- 
guage and its correct pronunciation; 


Refrain from speaking German in the streets 
and in public conveyances and in public places 
such as restaurants; 


Do not read German newspapers in public; 


Do not criticize any government’ reguiations, 
nor the way things are done over here; 


Do not join any political organization, or take 
any part in any political activities; 

Do not make yourself conspicious by speaking 
loudly, nor by your manner or dress; 

Try to observe and follow the manners and 
customs and habits of this country in social and 
business relations; 

Above all, realize that the Jewish community is 
relying on you to uphold in this country the high- 
est Jewish qualities, to maintain dignity and to 
help and serve others.

The American Jewish Outlook Calls Jewish War 
Veteran Editorial of This Paper Moronic.—A cer- 
tain Jewish weekly deplores what it calls “the 
current red hunt by the Jewish War Veterans.” 
It believes that “the hunt doesn’t put the J. W. V. 
in very good company.” It states that “the three 
major groups fighting Communism today are in 
chronological order Hitler, Coughlin and the J. 
W. V.” It sees in the program of the War Vet- 
erans something of an admission that there must 
be Jewish communists—otherwise there would be 
no need to go after them. It states “for truth 
to tell, although our staff meets, talks and lives 
with hundreds of Jewish people twenty-four hours 
a day, it never as yet has reported seeing a 
Jewish Communist.” 

We fear that this type of logic is specious. 
The fact that one does not see does not prove 
or disprove the existence of anything. A child 
does not see the germs which cause measles, but 
that does not prevent the child from getting the 
measles. Closing one’s eyes to a situation does 
not remove that situation. Back in 1933 when an 
unknown demagogue named Hitler started talk- 
ing, the responsible leaders said, “Leave him 
alone. He won’t last six week.” Yet this week 
marks six years, 

The Jewish War Veterans do not want “to play 
games and join the ranks of the Salem witch 
hunters” as that Jewish weekly suggests. These 
men constitute one of the few groups in this 
country which has the right to talk in behalf of 
Americans. They are not engaged in looking for 
Jewish Communists or Communists as such. They 


are guarding the preservation of the democratic 


ideals of this country. They are not pseudo-pa- 
triots seeking the downfall of fellow-Americans 
under the guise of patriotism like 150 societies in 
the country. They are middle-aged men who 
served their country in time of war and who are 
now substantial citizens who seek the preserva- 
tion of democracy at a time when it is threatened. 


We wonder what the editor of that weekly 
would suggest?. Too long has the Jew wrapped 
himself in a figurative taleth of dignity and aloof- 
ness in the face of attack. The time for action 
has come. Propaganda must be met with propa- 
ganda. Charges must be met with denials and 
proof and counter-charges. 


We applaud the program of the Jewish War

Z. Tygel Takes Issue With Report of Rabbi 
J. X. Cohen On Employment Discrimination.—A 
letter from a Christian woman published in the 
January 16 issue of Newsweek seemed very char- 
acteristic to me. The woman takes issue with the 
report of J. X. Cohen of the American Jewish 
Congress, who asserted that because of Nazi 
propaganda discrimination against Jews by office 
worker employment agencies has increased. She 
contends that: 


As far as Nazi propaganda intensifying 
the discrimination now is concerned, if Mr. 
Cohen will note the agency ads in the daily 
papers, he will see that, since the persecution 
of the Jews in Germany, Jewish employes 
have been more in demand than for many 
years past. 


Now, I am strongly inclined to concur with 
the view of this Christian woman. Recent trips 
across half the United States, Middle West, South 
and East, have convinced me from personal ob- 
servation that the friendly feelings toward us 
on the part of Washington and in the American 
press generally, as voiced since Hitler’s Septem- 
ber pogroms, have the endorsement of the pre- 
ponderant majority of everyday Americans, 


Historical conditions, through no fault of our 
own, have made us Jews a sensitive folk. Precise- 
ly because of that perhaps it is necessary for 
us to pause now and then and compel ourselves 
to view our situation with the utmost soberness 
and objectivity. The belief that our neighbors do 
not understand us has become almost a super- 
stitution with us. It is a grave error. Our neigh- 
bors may not understand as profoundly, but 
they are seriously interested in our problem and 
they earnestly observe our behavior. And the 


point to remember is this: they are concerned not . 


only in our behavior as Americans but also
